Lincoln Wins During First Lover’s Long 
Absence. 
TL LINCOLN was alw ays w el­ 
come at the little tavern, at 
Short's, on the Sand Itidge, 
or at the farm, half a mile 
Short's, 
where 
the 
Rutledges j 
abode. 
Ann's father was his 
devoted friend, and the mother lie call­ 
ed affectionately “Aunt Polly.” 
It is 
probable that the family looked upon 
McNamar’s delay with more suspicion 
than Ann did herself. 
At all events 
all her adult relatives encouraged the 
suit which 
Lincoln early began to 
press, and as time, absence and appar- j 
ent neglect gradually told against Mc- 
Namar she listened to him with aug­ 
menting Interest until. In 183ft, w e find 
them formally and solemnly betrothed. 
Ann now waited only for the return of 


McNftxnnr to marry Lincoln. 
David 
ltutledge urged her to marry imme­ 
diately without regard to anything but 
her own happiness, but sin* said she 
could not consent to it until McNamar 
came back and released her from her 
pledge. 
At length, however, as Mo- 
Na mar’s 
reappearance le* a me more 
and more hopeless, she took a different 
view of it and then thought siie would 
become Abe’s wife as soon ,.s he found 
the means of a decent liveliboo i. “Ann 
told me once,” says J .nies M. in u let­ 
ter to R. B Rutledge, in coming from 
camp meeting on Rock creek, “that en­ 
gagements made too far ahead some­ 
times failed, that one had failed (mean­ 
ing' her engagement with McNamar), 
and gave me to understand that as 
soon as certain studies were completed 
she and Lincoln would be married.’’ 
In the summer of Is.>5 Ann showed 
unmistakable 
symptoms 
of 
failing 
health, attributable, as most of the 
neighborhood believed, to the distress­ 
ing attitude si.e tcit t oui.d to maintain 
between her two lovers. 
On the 25th 
of August in that year she died of 
what the doctors chose to call “brain 
fever.” 
In a letter to Mr. llerudon her 
brother says: “You suggest that the 
probable cause of Ann's sickness was 
her i*ontlicts, emotions, etc. 
As to this 
1 cannot say. 
I, however, have my 
own private convictions. 
The charac­ 
ter of her sickness was brain fever.” A 
few days before her death Lincoln was 
summoned to her tiedside. 
What hap­ 
pened in that solemn conference was 
known only to him and the dying girl. 
Rut when he left her and stopped at 
the house of John Jones on his way 
home Jones saw signs of the most ter­ 
rible distress in his face and his con­ 
duct. 
When Ann actually died and 
was buried, bis grief became frantic. 
He lost all self control, even the con­ 
sciousness of identity, and every friend 
he had In New Salem pronounced him 
insane, mad, crazy. 
“He was watched 
with especial vigilance,” as William 
Green tell, us, “during storms, fogs, 
damp, gloomy weather, for fear of an 
accident.” At such times he raved pit­ 
eously, declaring, amoug other wild 
expressions of his woe, “1 can never be 
reconciled to have the snow, rains and 
storms to beat upon her grave!" 


Ijncoln Practically Insane. 
About three-quarters of a mile below 
New Salem, at the foot of the main 
bluff and in a hollow between two lat­ 
eral bluffs, stood the house of Bowlin 
Greene, built of logs 
and

tion of reason, determined to transport 
him, partly for the benefit of a mere 
change of scene and partly to keep 
him within constant reach of his near 
and noble friend Bowlin Greene. 
Dur­ 
ing this period of his darkened and 
wavering intellect, when “accidents” 
-were momentarily expected, it was dis­ 
covered that Bowlin Greene possessed 
a power to persuade and guide him 
proportioned to the affection that had 
subsisted between them in former and 
better times. 
Bowlin Greene came for 
him, but Lincoln was cunning and ob­ 
stinate. 
It required the most artful 
practices of a general conspiracy of all 
his friends to “disarm his suspicions” 
and Induce him to go and stay with his 
most anxious and devoted friend. 
But 
at last they succeeded, and Lincoln 
remained down under the bluff for two 
or three weeks, the object of undis­ 
guised solicitude and of the strictest 
surveillance. 
At the end of tlmt time 
his mind seemed to be restored, and It 
was thought safe to let him go back 
to bis old haunts to the study of law, 
to the writing of legal papers for his 
neighbors, to pettifogging before the 
justice of the peace and perhaps to a 
little surveying. 
But Mr. Lincoln was 
never precisely the same man again. 
At the time of his release he was thin, 
haggard and careworn, like one risen 
from the verge of the grave. 
lie had 
always been subject to tits of great 
mental depression, but after this they 
were more frequent and alarming. 
It 
was then that he began to repeat, with 
a feeling which seemed to inspire ev­ 
ery listener with aw e and to carry him 
to the fresh grave of Ann at every one 
of his solemn periods, the lines enti­ 
tled “Immortality; or, Oh, Why Should 
the Spirit of Mortal Be Proud?” 
None 
heard him but knew that he selected 
these curiously empty yet wonderfully 
sad, impressive lines to celebrate a 
grief which lay with continual heavi­ 
ness on Ills heart, but to which he 
could not with becoming delicacy di­ 
rectly allude. 
He muttered them as ho 
rambled through the woods or walked 
by the roaring Sangamon. 
lie was 
heard to murmur them to him self as 
he slipped Into the village at nightfall, 
after a long walk of six miles and an 
evening visit to the Concord graveyard, 
and lie would suddenly break out with 
them In little social assemblies after 
noticeable {>eriods 
of 
silent 
gloom. 
They came unbidden to his lips, while 
the air of affliction In face and gesture, 
the moving tones and touching modu­ 
lations of his voice, made ft evident 
that every syllable of the recitation 
was meant to com m em orate the mourn­ 
ful fate of Ann. The poem is now his. 
The name of the obscure author Is for­ 
gotten. and his work Is lmperlshably 
associated with the memory of a great 
man and interw oven with the history 
of his greatest sorrow. 
Mr. Lincoln’s 
adoption of it has saved it from merit­ 
ed oblivion and translated it from the 
"Foot’s Corner” of the country news­ 
paper to a place In the story of his own 
life, n story that will continue to be 
written or w ritten about as long as our 
language exists. 
Many years afterward, when Mr. 
Lincoln, the best lawyer of his section, 
with one exception, traveled the cir­ 
cuit with the court and a crowd of his 
jolly brethren, he always rose early, 
before any one else was stirring, and, 
raking together a few glowing coals on 
the hearth, he would sit looking into 
them, musing and talking with him­ 
self, for hours together.

H e passeth from life to his rest in the 
grave. 


“The leaves of the oak and the willow 
shall fade. 
Be scattered around and together be laid. 
And the young and the old and the low 
and the high 
Shall molder to dust and together shall 
lie. 


"The Infant a mother attended and loved; 
The m other that Infant’s affection who 
proved, 
The husband that m other and infant who 
blest— 
Each, all, are aw ay to their dw ellings of 
rest. 


[“The maid on w hose cheek, on whose 
brow, in whose eye. 
Shone beauty and pleasure, her trium phs

Elkins, W. Va., Fob. -.—The third 
mine explosion in West Virginia with­ 
in two weeks occurred at the Davis 
Coal and Coke company's mine No. 2ft 
at Thomas, near here, and tw en ty -fiv e 
or thirty miners are said to have been 
killed. 
The bodies of six foreigners 
and one American were recovered at 
a distance of 100 feet from the shaft. 
Before further progress could be made 
in the work of rescue a deadly wave 
of poisonous fumes enveloped the res­ 
cuing party, which was composed of 
General Manager Ott, 
D. M. Boyd, 
Superintendent 
Henry 
Mine, Daniel 
Jones, mine boss, Arthur Steward and 
John Jenkins. 
Before the rescuing 
party could reach the surface Jones, 
the mine boss, died from suffocation. 
Efforts are being made to enter the 
mine again, but without success. 
Th*-: 
air fans were demolished by the ex­ 
plosion and the mine is full of danger­ 
ous after-damp. 
There is no possib le1 
hope that the men still in the mine 
are alive. 
While the exact number of 
entombed men is not known at this 
time, the number is estim ated at about 
thirty, and it is thought probable that 
there might be more. 


Six Killed in Wreck. 
Des Moines, la.. Feb. f t . — Six persons 
were killed and fourteen injured in a 
wreck on the Northwestern near Des 
Moines last night, caused by derail­ 
ment. 
The victims were all coal min­ 
er*. 
Several 
of 
the

thought to be fatally hurt. 
The wreck 
caught fire and several of the victims 
were cremated in the wreckage. 


The House Shows a Disposition to Aid 


the Traction Companies. 


Indianapolis, Ind., February ft.— The 
house has shown its kindly disposition 
toward the traction interests of the 
state by killing R epresentative Joyce's 
hill lim iting the traction companies to 
a charge of one cent a mile for pas­ 
sengers, and Representative Strick­ 
land's measure to compel all traction 
companies to post bulletins- showing 
the time of the arrival of their cars. 
The railroad com m ittee made unani­ 
mous reports for Indefinite postpone­ 
ment of each. 
Mr. Joyce tried to have 
the report turned down, 
lie declared 
that there is a demand for one-cent 
fares on interurbans. 
In n brisk col­ 
loquy with Representative Gilbert El­ 
liott, chairman of the railroad com­ 
mittee, he attempted to show that 
Charles L. Henry, president of the In- 
dianapolis & Cincinnati Traction com­ 
pany, had made the statem ent to the 
com m ittee that the interurbans should 
not be limited to one cent a mile at 
this time, because there has been no 
opportunity as yet to develop the trac­ 
tion lines. 
Mr. Elliott said that Mr. 
Henry stated to the committee that 
the time will come eventually when 
the state may regulate the fares on 
the traction roads, but at their pres­ 
ent stage of development It would not 
be just to Impose such a burden as 
proposed by Mr. Joyce.

James

prove that in 1898 and 1899 false at 
fidavits were made as to the amount 
of salary received by the various offi­ 
cials. 
It was shown that as far back 
as 1898 and 1899, $2.000 annually was 
paid to Sweeney, Quinn and Wynn, be­ 
sides their $7,000 salary as officials 
and $300 annually as directors. 
The 
$2,000 paid to < ach of these men was 
not charged to them under the head 
of “salary account" in the statem ents 
filed with the auditor of state in the 
above named years, but under an item 
of “salaries and other compensation ol 
office employes." 
Cashier Howe could 
not explain how the extra pay came 
to be placed under th* latter item 
It 
developed during the testi nony that 
the salary of Sweeney, Quinn and 
W ynn was increased from $3,000 an­ 
nually in 1890 to $20,000 each a year 
in 1905. 
The com pensation of Atto 
ney Coffin was increased from $1.300 
in 1898 to $20,000 annually last year. 
Wynn w as asked to read the minutes 
of the m eeting of the directors of the 
com pany in 1898 fixing th** salaries 
of the officers, directors and execu 
tiv»* com m itteem en, but he said the 
minute book had been lost, 
it was 
brought out that since August, 1905 
J. F. Matson, publisher of Matson's 
M onthly, had been draw ing $100 a 
m onth 
from 
the 
com pany.
